OF    AN    OFFICIAL    JOURNAL    OF  THE  AMERICAN  HeART  ASSOCIATION, 

Circulation,,  All  of  this  represents  a  "new  look"  in  the 
relationship  between  a  national  scientific  organization,  a 

MEDICAL  SCHOOL,  AND  A  PHARMACEUTICAL  HOUSE.  It  IS  IMPOR- 
tant to  recognize  that  this  probably  would  not  have  been 
possible  without  the  special  arrangements  that  could  be 
made  through  the  medical  college  of  georgia  foundation. 

"Angiotensin"  is  the  name  now  applied  to  a  synthetic 
material  which  was  once  known  as  angiotonin  by  some,  while 
others  referred  to  it  as  hypertensin.  happily,  a  compro- 
MISE NAME,  "ANGIOTENSIN",  WAS  SETTLED  UPON.  An  ENZYME 
FROM  THE  KIDNEY,  RENIN,  REACTS  WITH  A  GLOBULIN  IN  THE  BLOOD 
AND  EVENTUALLY  RESULTS  IN  THE  APPEARANCE  OF  ANGIOTENSIN,  A 
HIGHLY  VASOPRESSOR  MATERIAL.  In  THE  PAST,  AND  MORE  RECENT- 
LY AS  WELL,  THIS  RENI N— ANG IOTENS I N  SYSTEM  HAS  RECEIVED  A 
GREAT  DEAL  OF  ATTENTION  AS  TO  ITS  ROLE  IN  THE  GENESIS  OF  ALL 
FORMS  OF  HYPERTENSION.  In  ADDITION,  ANGIOTENSIN  IS  PROBABLY 
IMPORTANT  IN  THE  BODY'S  RESPONSE  TO  HYPOTENSION.  ANGIOTEN- 
SIN APPEARS  TO  BE  THE  IMPORTANT  HORMONE  THAT  STIMULATES 
THE  ADRENAL  CORTEX  TO  PRODUCTION  OF  ALDOSTERONE.  FlNALLY, 
SINCE  ANGIOTENSIN  HAS  BEEN  PRODUCED  SYNTHETICALLY,  IT  IS  POS- 
SIBLE TO  USE  THE  MATERIAL  ON  HUMANS  AS  A  DRUG  AND  IT  APPEARS 
TO  BE  CARVING  A  PLACE  FOR  ITSELF  IN  THE  PHARMACOPOEIA  AS  AN 
IMPORTANT    PART    OF     THE    TREATMENT    OF    ALL    FORMS    OF  SHOCK. 
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With  this  varied  background  there  was  little  problem  in

of  Basel,  Switzerland,  and  Dr.  F.  Merlin  Bumpus  of  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  who  independently  but  simultaneously  synthe- 
sized ANGIOTENSIN  DESCRIBED  THEIR   EXPERIMENTS.     Dr.  BuMPUS 

extended  his  discussion  to  questions  related  to  chemical 

STRUCTURE  AND  ITS  EFFECT  UPON  BIOLOGICAL  ACTIVITY,  Dr.  LouiS

The  facilities  at  the  Medical  College  of  Georgia  are 
not  able  to  accommodate  all  those   individuals  who  would 

LIKE  TO  STUDY  MEDICINE  AT  THIS  SCHOOL.  Th  I S  RATHER  OBVIOUS 
AND  EASILY  STATED  FACT  RAISES  PROBLEMS  THAT  ARE  NOT  SO  EA- 
SILY DECLARED  NOR  SOLVED.  In  FACT,  THE  CONSIDERATION  AND 
EVALUATION  OF  THE  RAMIFICATIONS  ARISING  OUT  OF  THE  BASIC 
PROBLEM  OF  SELECTION  SHOULD  BE  A  DYNAMIC  PROCESS  IF  THE  SO- 
LUTIONS ARE  TO  HAVE  THE  BEST  CHANCE  OF  MEETING  THE  NEEDS  OF 
THE  CURRENT  SITUATION. 

As  EVERYONE  IS  WELL  AWARE,  THERE  IS  A  CERTAIN  DEGREE 
OF  RUMOR  AND  SPECULATION  CONCERNING  THE  SELECTION  PROCESS 
AND  AN  APPLICANT'S  CHANCE  OF  SELECTION.  CeRTAINLY  EVERYONE 
HAS  HEARD  MANY  RUMORS  WHICH  THEY  FEEL  SURE  ARE  UNFOUNDED, 
AND  YET  SOME  OF  THESE  RUMORS  SEEM  TO  PERSIST.  In  THE  INT- 
EREST OF  CLARITY  THEN,  LET  US  RISK  A  DISCUSSION  OF  THE  OBVI- 
OUS IN  THE  HOPE  THAT  THE  PROBLEMS  AND  PROCEDURES  OF  SELEC- 
TION at  the  Medical  College  ofGeorgia  may  be  seen  in  their 
present  day  form. 

Admissions  has  been  designated  by  the  President  of  the 
Medical  College  as  a  faculty  function.  Admissions  is  con- 
cerned NOT  ONLY  WITH  THE  SELECTION  OF  INDIVIDUALS  BUT  ALSO 
THE  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  AND  STAND- 
ARDS   ON    WHICH    THE    APPLICANT  SHALL  BE   JUDGED.      The  FACULTY 

is  represented  by  an  admissions  committee  of  nine  members. 
All  members  of  the  committee  are  active  in  teaching  in 
some  part  of  the  curriculum.  attention  is  paid  to  the  com- 
mittee membership  balance  so  that  clinical  and  basic  sci- 
ence sections  and  their  departmental  subdivisions  are  ade- 
QUATELY REPRESENTED.  ThE  DeAN  SITS  AS  AN  EX  OFFICIO  MEM- 
BER   AND    REPRESENTS    THE    ADMINISTRATION.       The    DlRECTOR  OF 
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Student  Affairs  is  Secretary  to  the  committee  and  imple- 
ments THE  DECISIONS  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 

The  major  responsibility  of  this  committee  is  the  se- 
lection OFAN  ENTERING  CLASS   FROM  THE   NUMEROUS  APPLICATIONS 

for  places  in  that  class.  as  has  already  been  stated,  this 
selection  is  done  on  the  basis  of  regulations  and  standards 
adopted  by  the  committee  as  well  as  requirements  set  by 
the  Board  of  Regents  and  state  law.  The  difficult  part 
comes  in  the  selection  of  the  class  from  that  group  which 
meets  the  minimum  standards  of  acceptability. 

Since  each  application  is  reviewed  on  its  individual 
merit  as  well  as  in  competition  with  all  other  applications 
for  the  same  class,    it  would  be  very  difficult  to  compile 
a  list  of  items  which  could  lead  to  a  successful  applica- 
TION.    However,   there   is  one  point  that  does  stand  out  and 

IT  IS  AN  OBVIOUS  ONE.  The  COMMITTEE  IS  VITALLY  INTERESTED 
IN  THE  DOCUMENTATION  OF  THE  APPLICANT'S  ABILITY  TO  PRODUCE. 
The  COMMITTEE  IS  EXCEEDINGLY  CAREFUL  TO  AVOID  PREJUDGMENT 
OF  AN  INDIVIDUAL  BOTH  TO  HIS  DISADVANTAGE  OR  HIS  ADVANTAGE. 
No  MATTER  HOW  INTELLIGENT  AN  INDIVIDUAL  MAY  BE,  IT  IS  IM- 
PORTANT TO  SEE  WHAT  HE  IS  ABLE  TO  DO0  UNFORTUNATELY,  THIS 
LEADS  TO  THE  ASSUMPTION  THAT  WE  ARE  INTERESTED  IN  GRADES 
FOR  GRADES'   SAKE  ALONE.      WhILE    THIS    IS    FAR  FROM   THE  TRUTH, 

we  must  admit  that  one  of  the  documents  that  attests  to  an 
individual's  ability  to  produce  in  the  academic  environment 
is  his  college  transcript. 

Of  course,  there  are  other  means  of  supplying  some  of 
the  required  information  and  they  all  are  used  in  evalua- 
TION. One  is  the  Medical  College  Admissions  Test.  An- 
other IS  THE  LETTER  OF  REFERENCE  WHICH  OUTLINES  THE  ACCOM- 
PLISHMENTS OF  THE  APPLICANT  BY  AN  INDIVIDUAL  WHO  IS  PERSON- 
ALLY ACQUAINTED  WITH  THE  APPLICANT.  ThE  LATTER  DOCUMENT 
OFTEN  RENDERS  VALUABLE  ASSISTANCE  TO  THE  COMMITTEE.  OuR 
ALUMNI  ARE  IN  A  VERY  GOOD  POSITION  TO  ASSIST  US  SINCE  THEY 
ARE  MOST  LIKELY  TO  HAVE  CONTACT  WITH  THE  YOUNG  PEOPLE  IN 
THEIR  COMMUNITY  WHO  ARE  INTERESTED  IN  MEDICINE.  SlNCE  THEY 
WILL  ALSO  HAVE   INSIGHT   INTO  THE  RIGORS  OF  THE  CURRICULUM  AND 
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HAVE  SOME  IDEA  WHAT  WE  ARE  LOOKING  FOR,  IT  IS  ONLY  REASON- 
ABLE THAT  THE  ALUMNI  WOULD  BE  AN  EXCELLENT  SOURCE  OF  THE 
KIND  OF  INFORMATION  (OR  DOCUMENTATION)  WE  ARE  SEEKING.  CeR  — 
TAINLY  THEY  CAN  APPRECIATE  OUR  FRUSTRATION  WITH  LETTERS 
THAT  CONTAIN  ONLY  THE  "DIAGNOSIS",  BUT  NONE  OF  THE  "SYMP- 
TOMS", Other  data,  such  as  interviews,  etc.  ,  are  used  and 
need  no  further  elaboration. 

Much  has  been  said  editorially  and  otherwise  about  the 
national  reduction  in  the  number  and  quality  of  applications 

TO  MEDICAL  SCHOOL.  WhILE  NUMBER  AND  QUALITY  DO  NOT  NECES- 
SARILY RUN  PARALLEL,  A  LARGER  GROUP  OF  APPLICANTS  WOULD 
PROBABLY  INCLUDE  MORE  INDIVIDUALS  OF  THE  CALIBER  THAT  THE 
STUDY  OF  MEDICINE  REQUIRES.     ThERE  CAN  BE  NO  DOUBT  THAT  THE 

Medical  College  is  experiencing  a  decrease  in  the  number 

OF  APPLICATIONS.  It  ALSO  WOULD  SEEM  UNREASONABLE  FOR  US 
NOT  TO  WANT  THE  ABSOLUTE  BEST  FOR  MEDICINE.  THEREFORE,  IT 
BEHOOVES  ALL  OF  US,  MEDICAL  COLLEGE  AND  ALUMNI,  TO  OBTAIN 
THE  BEST  MATERIAL  POSSIBLE  FOR  OUR  CLASSES.  The  ULTIMATE 
REPUTATION  OF  OUR    INSTITUTION  DEPENDS  MUCH   MORE  ON  THE  GRAD-

UATES  AND  STUDENT  BODY  THAN  IT  DOES  ON  THE  FACULTY.  It  OF- 
TEN HAS  BEEN  SAID  THAT  WHEN  ONE  MAINTAINS  THE  STATUS  QUO,  HE 
IS    IN  REALITY  GOING  BACKWARDS.      We  HAVE    A   FINE  SCHOOL  HERE, 

but  we  must  work  together  to  maintain  it  and  make  it  grow. 

Another  area  in  which  the  alumni,  through  the  Founda- 
tion, COULD  BE  OF  GREAT  ASSISTANCE  WOULD  BE  IN  THE  ESTAB- 
LISHMENTS OF  SCHOLARSHIPS  OR  LOANABLE  FUNDS  TO  FIRST  YEAR

who  had  to  withdraw  because  of  last  minute  financial 
stress.  There  have  also  been  those  cases  where  an  other- 
wise capable  STUDENT  HAS  NOT  BEEN  ABLE  TO  STUDY  SATISFACTO- 
RILY DUE  TO  THE  BURDEN  OF  FINANCIAL  NEED.  ThERE  IS  A  GREAT 
DEAL  OF  SYMPATHY  FOR  THESE  PEOPLE,  BUT  NO  ONE  WOULD  SUG- 
GEST A  LOWERING  OF  STANDARDS  AS  A  PROPER  SOLUTION.  SlNCE 
MOST  OF  THE  FUNDS  AVAILABLE  FOR  MEDICAL  STUDENTS  ARE  LIMIT- 
ED TO  THE  LAST  THREE  YEARS,  THE  NEEDY  FRESHMAN  IS  LEFT  TO 
FEND  FOR  HIMSELF.  It  IS  HOPED  THIS  AREA  OF  NEED  CAN  BE  CON- 
SIDERED BY  THE  ALUMNI  AND  THAT  SOME  WAY  MIGHT  BE  FOUND  TO 
PROVIDE  SOME  ASSISTANCE  IN  THE  FUTURE.  The  FOUNDATION  HAS

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TELEVISION  IN  PHARMACOLOGY 


The  Department  of  Pharmacology  has  used  closed— cir- 
cuit TELEVISION  AS  AN   INTEGRAL  PART  OF  THE  TEACHING  PROGRAM 

since  July,    1960.     The  TV  system  consists  of  two  camera 

CHAINS  LOCATED  IN  A  SMALL  LABORATORY  STUDIO  AND  FOUR  LARGE 
VIEWING  MONITORS  LOCATED  INA  LARGE  LECTURE  ROOM.  The  PHO- 
tographs illustrate  the  type  of  equipment. 

The  primary  advantage  of  television  is  that  it  furnishes 

A  BETTER  VIEW  FOR  MORE  PEOPLE.  In  PHARMACOLOGICAL  DEMON- 
strations notonly  can  the  audience  be  enlarged,  but  speci- 
fic attention  can  be  directed  to  the  proper  area.  for  ex- 
ample, the  zoomar  lens  can  show  either  the  entire  room  or 
can  expand  an  object  an  inch  long  to  full  screen  size. 

During  the  first  year  of  operation,  38  presentations 

WERE  MADE    TO    STUDENTS     IN   PhAR M ACOLOGY,    PHYSIOLOGY,     B  IO— 

chemistry  and  Pediatrics  ranging  in  length  from  30  minutes 
to  2  hours.  This  included  demonstrations  of  experimental 
procedures,  special  presentations  on  pharmacy,  prescrip- 
tion writing,  toxicology,  methods  of  training  handicapped 
children,  lectures  and  panel  discussions. 

Television  has  adequately  proved  its  value  as  a  teach- 
ing tool.  Time  has  been  saved  by  demonstrating  better  to 
the  entire  class.  preparing  material  for  tv  use  has  im- 
proved quality.  having  the  tv  equipment  available  has  made 
it  possible  to  p  r  e  sent  i  nstantl  y  any  k  i  nd  of  visual  material 
such  as  molecular  models,  oscillographic  recordings,  charts, 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  technical  equipment  and 

PROCEDURES.  By  FREELY  EXPERIMENTING  WITH  THE  SYSTEM  AND
